It was in 1885 that Bishop McLean

During the Summer of 1885 the first 
regular chur¢h service was held in 
Gleichen, all previous séryices having 
been of an informal character, and 
joined by'the whole community. There 


were but few church people, but Pres- 
byterians, Methodists, Baptists and 
some Roman Catholics always joinec 
in the services, The waiting room 
at the station was frequently filled 
to capacity, especally curing the time 
of the rebellion when the troops from 
Enstern Canada, stationed at Glei- 
chen attended the gathering. 

It was in this waiting room, on 
Sunday, October 11th, that probably 
the first real harvest Thanksgivirg 
held under the shadow of the Rocky 
Mountains was held, The place was 
fittingly decorated for the occasion 
with produce of the land, and, with 
ithe cession of the. late rebellion in 
mind, a most hearty and inspiring 
service was held, The following 
Wednesday the first Harvest Homa 
supper was held in the same room, 
At the close of a very excellent re- 
past provided by the ladies of the 
community. 

The Bishop further urged the erec-

Commission Finds That Doubt Of 
Guilt Exists In Half Of Cases 

Conclusions that two of the 21 per- 
sons lynched in 1930 “certainly” were 
innocent and 11 others “possibly” so, 
were advanced by the southern com- 
mission at Atlanta, Ga., on the study 
lof lynching along with a criticism of 
hasty trials and “legal lynchings.” 

The commission listed as findings 
of a year’s survey that: 

Fewer than one-fourth of the per- 
sons lynched since 1890 have been ac- 
cused of assaults upon white women. 

Claim that lynchings are necessary 
because courts do not convict negroes 
for their crimes are fallacious. 

Mob leaders can be identified with- 
out difficulty although grand indict- 
ments seldom are brought. 

Lynching is most frequent per tens 
of thousands of negro population in 
sparsely settled areas, 

There is a direct relationship be- 
; tween lack of education, low econ- 
omic status and lynching danger.

Salt Well 


Sald To Be the Deepest Sult Well In 
the World 


Recent developments at the Simp- 
Oil Company Well, 98 miles north- 
west of Regina, and about two miles 
west of Simpson, have resultéd in: 
giving to Saskatchewan the deepest 
salt well in the world, 3,445 feet deep, 
with a brine that comes out of it 98 
per cent. pure, and producing a salt 
with a saturation of 23 per cent. 4. 
small demonstration plant installed 
at the well has produced some excel- 
lent salt. : 

In 1926 a company was organized 
at Simpson for the purpose of drilling 
for oil or gas in the Simpson field. 
Drilling started that year, and in 1981 
the well had reached a depth of 3,446 
feet when a flow of brine was struck. 

Officials of the company have ex- -- 


amined the possibilities for the sale. _ 


oh 


of salt in Saskatchewan, and report 
that Regina alone consumes six tons 
per day. In the province approx- 
imately 70,000 are used every year. 

With the production of salt in this 
well, there opens another possibility, 
the development of the fish canning 
industry in the northern hinterland, 
where no attempt has been made to 
operate because of the high cost of 
salt. 
and with the opening of the large 
mineral belt in the north, directors 
of the company express the hope that 
smelters will be erected to refine the 
metals where they are mined. 


The company plans to erect a mod- 
ern salt refining plant at the well, 
and next spring to start another oil 
well two miles east of the site of 
the oil well, where geologists say the 
top of the structure is located. In 
the meantime salt will be produced 
for commercial purposes.

“The campaign is now being or- 
ganized by a general management 
committee, of which Sir Charles Gor- 
don, G.B.E., president of the Bank of 
Montreal, is chairman, and it will be 
nation-wide, the Department of Fin- 
anoe today placing large orders with 
the king's printer for prospectus and 
application forms, the initial requisi- 
tion for the former being for 1,500,000 
copies. 

“The treasury is closely watching 
the movements of security prices for, 
while this issue is to be a domestic 
one, the day-to-day values of bonds in 
Canada are influenced by the values 
placed on Dominion of Canada securi- 
ties in New York. 

This is the first announcement of 
the impending loan from _ official 
sources, although it has been fore- 
cast for some time. it has been ru- 
mored that the loan would be for 
$15,000,000 bearing interest at 5 per 
cent., but indications are that the ex- 
act amount to be asked for had not 
yet: been definitely decided upon and 
$150,000,000 may be nearer the mark.

Conflict Between China and Japan

Manchester, Eng.—Conflict between 
Japan and China in Manchuria has 
eased the plight of Lancashire textile 
workers, It has been the largest fac- 
tog in providing 40,000 mill workers 
with jobs and in putting 500,000 others 
on full time instead of part time.
